is owing to a worm which originates from 
a large fly, that refembles the commen 
wafp. ‘This fly perforates the bark, and 
depofits an egg in the moll fappy part of it ; 
the moft common place of perforation ts at 
the furtace of the earth, probably trom an 
inflin@iive effort to avoid the winter froft. 
This may be afcertained by obfervation, 
the track of the worm from the feat of the 
egg being vifible at its beginning, and grad- 
ually inerealing, in corref{pondence with 
the incr eafing fize of the worm, its courfe 
is always. downwards. The progrefs of 
the young worm is extremely flow, and if 





the egg is depofited at any confiderable dif- | 


tance above the furface of the earth, it is 
long before the worm reaches the ground. 
The worts are unableto bear the cold ot 
winter, unlefs covered by the earth, and all 
that are above the ground after the froft are 
killed. 

* By the hiftory of the origin, progrefs 
and nature of the infeét, we can explain 
the efeas cl my method, wich is as fol- 
lows :—In the fpring, when the bloffoms 
are out, clear away the dirt, fo as to evpofe 
the root of the tree to the denth of three in-

‘¢ The truth of the principle is proved 
by the following taét :—I praétifed this 
method witha large number of Peach Trees, 
and they flourifhed remaikably, without 
any appearance of injury from the worm 
tor feveral years, when I was induced to 


them—al! thofe which are without the fraw 
have deciined, while the others which have 
had the itraw continue as vigorous as ev- 
ty

IT is well recollefied, that when the pre- 
fent ruling party were the minority, they 
uniformly manifefled a flrong anxiety that 
the government of the United States fhould 
afford affiftance for the promotion of the 
caute of liberty in France. This difpofi- 
tion was ftrikingly difplayed by Mr. Mon- 
roe when miniiter to that country, and by 
the fupport and approbation which his 
conduét received trom the Jefferfonian 
fect atrer he had been difmilled by prefi- 
dent Wathington, and alfo by the appoint- 
ment, which he has Jately received, of 
minifter extraordinary to the courts of 
France, Spain, or wherever he may fiad his 
fervices required. Mr. Monroe was entruft- 
ed with the conduét of our moft important 
concerns, when they demanded prudence, 
found difcretion, and firmnefs ; but he 
manifefled fuch entire deftitution of thefe 
requifites, as involved this country in much 
difficulty, and, but for his recal, might 
have produced our ruin. To plunge this 
country intotbe war with France egzinil 
England, and moft of the nations of Eu- 
rope, was an objeét fairly evinced, and o- 
penly a¢vocated.—It was flrongly urged, 
that the U. Siates fhould afford men and 
money, forthe ailiflance of our ** dear al- 


fies,” and it was generally offered by Mr. 


Menroe, to give up a necellary and im- 
portant right, guarantied by eur then exilt- 
ing treaty with France; and alfy to open 
not only our public treafury, butallochofe 


of the flates, and of individuals, to aid | 


French rapacity in enflaving and plunder. 
ing the other nations of Europe. ‘This is 


evident in almoft every page of Mr. Mon- | 
roe's detence. A few ex raéts however, | 


will fuitice, to evince his zeal to promote | 


he rmtereft of his country.

the Secretary of State, on the goth Nov. 
1794. 
‘* T was invited by the diplomatic mem. 
bers of the committee of public fafety to 
a conference on a new topic: I was in- 
formed it was their intention to prefs the 
war again{t England in particular ; but 
that they were diftreffed for funds, and 
afked could any aid be obtained from 
the United States ? I told them 1 was 
fatisfied if it was in their power, 1¢ would 
be rendered.’ This, it will be noted, 
was after our declaration of Neutrality. 

In his fubfequent communication to the 

deplomatic members of the committee of 
public fafety, he obferves, 
** It isthe wifh of the French Republic 
to obtsin, by loan, a fum of money frerm 
the United States cf America to enable 
it to profecuie the war.
